A JUDGE has ruled the Wireless music 
festival can go ahead in Finsbury Park 
next month after rejecting a High Court 
action seeking to get it banned. 

He threw out a legal challenge mounted by 
campaigners to overturn Haringey Council’s 
decision to allow the three-day festival to return 
to the park, where it was staged last summer, on 
July 8, 9 and 10. 

Last year’s event, which attracted 50,000 peo¬ 
ple, was marred by problems of antisocial behav¬ 
iour and violence. 

Campaigners also complained that the public 
were excluded from large areas of the park for 
weeks on end as stages and an eight-foot high 
perimeter fence were put up and dismantled, 
while wear and tear on the grass left it looking 
like a dust bowl. 

The Friends of Finsbury Park group applied for 
a judicial review at a High Court hearing in the 
Strand last Friday having raised £11,000 through 
online crowd-funding to cover legal costs. 

They argued that the council’s decision to grant 
the festival permission was unlawful under the 
Greater London Parks and Open Space Act 1967 
because more than 25 per cent of the park was 
off-limits to the public when the maximum per¬ 
mitted by the legislation was 10 per cent. 

But the case was dismissed by judge Mr 
Justice Supperstone. 

The ruling was welcomed by the council, 
which said events like Wireless raised £400,000 
for improvements to Finsbury Park last year. 


Peray Ahmet, the council’s cabinet member for 
the environment, said: “We are pleased with the 
ruling, which means that large-scale live music 
events in Finsbury Park and open spaces across 
London are no longer under threat. 

“Events like Wireless make a huge contribu¬ 
tion to London’s cultural scene and in Haringey 
bring in hundreds of thousands of pounds which 
are spent on improving our parks and attracting 
more visitors. 

“We will continue to work with residents and 
event organisers to ensure the Wireless festival is 
safe and enjoyable for all,” she added. 

The Friends of Finsbury Park group said it 


was considering an appeal. Chair Tom Palin said: 
“We believe the judge was wrong to dismiss 
the claim. 

“After the ruling, the council stated that live 
music events in public parks were no longer 
under threat. 

“But instead, the very parks that these events 
are to be hosted in are to become the victims, 
unprotected and free to be abused, and local res¬ 
idents will have to suffer. 

“If the council goes through with all of its 
planned events for next year, huge areas of Fins¬ 
bury Park will be closed to the public for more 
than four months in the summer,” he added. 


Opposition leader raps Labour over vacant homes increase 


THE number of empty homes in Haringey 
has been branded a scandal by the Liberal 
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Democrats after the most up-to date figures 
available revealed there were 2,397 vacant 
dwellings in 2015. 

The statistics from the Department of 
Communities and Local Government show 
that the borough is ranked the eighth worst 
London for unoccupied homes. 

The number of vacant homes has 
increased by 1,000 on the figure recorded in 
2014. The statistics include empty council 
homes, as well as housing association and 
private sector homes. 

Haringey Liberal Democrats have rapped 
the Labour-controlled council for allowing 


thousands of homes to stand idle when it 
says there are so many people in need on the 
housing waiting list. 

“Labour councillors say their top priority 
is housing, but it has not built a single 
council home in Haringey for more than 25 
years,” said Lib Dem leader Gail Engert. 

“These thousands of homes lying empty in 
the borough could make a huge difference if 
the council took action. 

“The Liberal Democrats will keep fighting 
the residents’ corner and push Labour to 
increase the housing supply in Haringey, ” 
she added.

HARINGEY’S new mayor has hailed the help 
offered by a children’s hospice to youngsters 
in the borough with life-limiting conditions. 

Mayor A1 Gul Ozbek spoke of his 
admiration for the care and support provided 
to Haringey families on a tour of Haven 
House Children’s Hospice. 

Together with respite services at its 
building in Woodford Green, Essex, it also 
provides a toy home loan service. 

The hospice serves north and north-east 
London boroughs as well as west Essex and 
east Hertfordshire. 

“I am so impressed with Haven House,” 
said Mr Ozbek. “It gives priceless help to 
families and I would appeal for groups and 
individuals in Haringey to support its work.” 

Woman rescued 
following blaze 

FIREFIGHTERS wearing breathing 
apparatus rescued a woman from a blaze 
above a cafe on Friday afternoon. 

She was led to safety down a smoke-filled 
staircase after the fire broke out in a 
second-floor flat at the three-storey building 
in Green Lanes, Harringay. 

The woman was taken to hospital suffering 
from smoke inhalation. 

More than 35 firefighters from Tottenham, 
Hornsey, Walthamstow, Kentish Town and 
Stoke Newington stations tackled the blaze 
after the alarm had been raised at 3.45pm 

They just over an hour to bring the fire 
under control.

CASH-STRAPPED Enfield Council is axing its free 
swims in the summer scheme, leaving thousands of 
children high and dry. 

Faced with having to make millions of pounds in 
savings, the local authority has announced that free 
swimming for all young people and free gym use for 
14 and 15-year-olds in the school holidays will now 
only be made available to the most overweight and 
deprived youngsters. 

All others will have to pay £2.10 per session, with 
a monthly rate of £23 also available for eight to 
15-year-olds. 

The move has been slammed by opposition Conser¬ 
vative members, who claim it is short-sighted and 
irresponsible in a borough where more than a quarter 
of Year 6 pupils are classified as “very overweight” - 
the sixth-highest rate in London. 

And in seven Enfield wards - Edmonton Green, 
Lower Edmonton, Upper Edmonton, Ponders End, 
Haselbury, Turkey Street and Enfield Lock - 42 per 
cent of 11-year-olds are obese. 

Dogan Delman, shadow cabinet member for leisure 
services, said: “I am amazed the council has decided 
to penalise parents by taking the easy option of can¬ 
celling free swimming and gym sessions for children 
in the summer holidays. 

“This also makes a complete mockery of the coun¬ 
cil’s claim it is doing all that it can to tackle childhood 
obesity. That councillors for some of the most 
deprived wards in the country agreed with this deci¬ 
sion is extremely disappointing.” 

The move comes just a couple of months after 
Jeremy Hunt, the Secretary of State for Health, 
described the rise in childhood obesity as a “national 


emergency” and promised a “game-changing” 
response from the government. 

He stated that childhood obesity is set to drive 
up costs for health services by billions of 
pounds unless money is invested in grassroots 
preventative schemes. 

But cash-strapped Enfield said it had little choice. 

Krystle Fonyonga, cabinet member for community 
safety and public health, said: “Swimming was free 
for all under-16s until summer 2010 when the gov¬ 
ernment of the time stopped funding the scheme. 

“Enfield Council was committed to retaining free 
swimming and continued to subsidise the initiative, 


,but continuing central government cuts to Enfield 
Council mean that we are £118million worse off 
today than we were in 2010 and further cuts from cen¬ 
tral government will mean that we lose an additional 
£56m by 2019/20, which means we simply cannot 
afford to continue to subsidise this provision.” 

According to the council, the previous universal 
swimming offer had nearly 150,000 visits in the past 
three years and the free gym offer was used nearly 
15,000 times. 

Elsewhere, hundreds of local authorities in the 
country have been forced to scrap the popular scheme 
since the government stopped its funding in 2010.

Hollywood spook-tacular inspired by infamous Enfield haunting hits big screen

THE eagerly-awaited Hollywood film 
about the haunting of an Enfield house 
went on general release in UK cinemas 
on Monday. 

The Conjuring 2: The Enfield Polter¬ 
geist is inspired by a series of unex¬ 
plained supernatural goings-on in a 
house in Green Street, Brimsdown, 
which made headlines around the 
world in 1977. 

The family involved - a mother, her 
two daughters and two sons - com¬ 
plained of bizarre events including fur¬ 
niture shaking and moving on its own, 
objects inexplicably being hurled 
across the room and one of the girls 
speaking in a demonic voice. 

Paranormal investigators also 
allegedly witnessed these incidents. 

The film charts the terrifying 
demonic possession by a poltergeist of 
an 11-year-old girl who appears to lev¬ 
itate above her bed. 

Much of the location shooting for the 
new movie was filmed in the borough 
- not in the original street, but in 
Graeme Road, Enfield Town, which 


doubled for it. For more than two 
weeks last winter, residents living 
there saw their road turned into a 
film set as a crew of 150 technicians 
re-created the authentic look of the 
mid-1970s. 

Those exterior shots were edited in 
post production, with the interior 
footage filmed in a studio set in 
Los Angeles. 

During a break in filming last 
December, shooting producer Rob 
Cowan told the Advertiser. “Everyone 
has heard of the Loch Ness 
Monster and likewise the Enfield 
Poltergeist.” 

The Warner Bros film is the sequel 
to 2013’s The Conjuring and is directed 
by renowned horror movie man James 
Wan, who also made The Saw and the 
Insidious franchise. 

The Conjuring 2 stars Patrick Wilson 
and Vera Farmiga as paranormal inves¬ 
tigators Ed and Lorraine Warren, who 
reprise their roles from the original 
film, in which they investigated a 
supernatural entity haunting a family at 
a secluded farmhouse in the US state of 
Rhode Island.

GABRIEL Chadwick has Duchenne muscular 
dystrophy, a rare genetic disorder that sends suf¬ 
ferers - almost all of them boys - to an early 
grave, usually before they are 25. 

Speaking out about the heartbreak of Gabriel’s 
initial diagnosis, his mum Ana told the 
Advertiser about the family’s difficult decision 
to set up a charity to help fund vital research into 
the deadly wasting disease. 

Ana, 31, who lives off Waterfall Road, South- 
gate, said: “Gabriel is six now and was diag¬ 
nosed just before his fourth birthday. 

“I knew something wasn’t right from the age 
of about two because he struggled to climb up 
stairs and was slow to run and jump. 

“But when they told us what it was, our lives 
stopped. We felt so lost, it was devastating and 
heartbreaking. We felt really angry that our little 
boy had this terrible thing that would take him 
from us.” 


Initially, Ana and her husband Stephen, who 
has his own heating business, began by fundrais¬ 
ing for and supporting the bigger Duchenne 
muscular dystrophy charities, but in March they 
took the decision to set up their own - www. 
hopeforgabriel. co. uk 

Ana said: “We don’t want to think of the future 
because what Gabriel has is life-limiting and it 
will only get worse. But we have to be strong for 
our wonderful boy and his big sister, Brendaly, 
11, and work out a way through this. 

“We made the decision to set up the charity to 
raise awareness and fund research in the hope 
that a cure can soon be found for our little boy 
and all the others living with Duchenne. 

“Some boys have lived with Duchenne until 
their late 20s, but for others it’s as young as ten 
or 13 years old. We just don’t know, every case 
is different, but what we do know is that we will 
give Gabriel the best life possible.” 

Gabriel already has a wheelchair and cannot 
walk for more than about five minutes without 
becoming very tired.

His mum expects that between the age of eight 
and 12 he will lose the use of his arms and mus¬ 
cles in his upper body. 

In the final stages of this cruel disorder 
Gabriel’s heart and lungs will be affected. 

The Enfield Community Singers are staging a 
fundraising concert at St Michael’s Church, in 
Gordon Hill, Enfield, on Saturday, July 2. 

Entry to the concert is free and the organisers 
are hoping that people will be generous 


with donations. Choral director Simon Gilbert 
said that the group had been “touched” by 
Gabriel’s story. 

“We are a community project essentially and 
were particularly touched by the plea of Gabriel’s 
mother to help raise awareness for Duchenne. 

“We really hope to raise as much as possibly 
for this very worthy cause.”

Vet rescues cub from dishwasher

WHEN Winchmore Hill vet Simon Hayes 
opened his dishwasher, he found a fox cub cow¬ 
ering in the corner. 

He said he has no idea how the young animal 
was able to get into the dishwasher at his home, 
among all the dirty plates. 

Luckily, he had not put the machine on or the 
cub might have suffered from the high tempera¬ 
ture of the hot water used for cleaning crockery 
and cutlery. 

Mr Hayes, who works at Village Vet’s surgery 
in Station Road, has his own menagerie of cats 
and a dog at home. 

Writing on its Facebook page, the practice 
described the fox rescue, saying: “The head vet 
had a bit of a shock when he walked into his 
kitchen and found a fox cub in his dishwasher. 

“Simon managed to coax the terrified little guy 
out and he ran outside to be reunited with mum. 
A bit different from finding next door’s cat in 
your house.” 

Mr Hayes thinks the cub comes from a den 
near his home where a vixen has several cubs. 

He said his dog was unfazed and his children 
thought it was hilarious that they had such an 
unusual visitor. 

He said: “He must have come in the open back 
door and been looking for food. Poor thing was 
petrified and kept trying to chew on the racks. 

“I tried to see if he would let me pick him up, 
but he was obviously too scared. I moved the tray 
out to give him an escape route, but he seemed to 
want to stay. 

“Now I love all animals, but I’m not sure my 
dishwasher is the best place to keep a fox, so I 
went to get a broom and gently coaxed him out. 
He ran into the garden and I could hear his mum 
calling, so they must have been reunited.” 

Last year a kitten he rehomed befriended a fox

I N just over a week you will be 
asked to cast your vote in the 
most important election of 
your life. 

The referendum campaign so 
far has been characterised by lies 
and half-truths on both sides, so 
let’s look at some of the positives 
of staying in the EU. 

The first is peace. I was born 
less than two years after the end 
of the second devastating war in 
30 years, but by the time I was an 
adult, war in western Europe was 
unthinkable - and that was in 
large part because of the existence 
of the EU. 

The Brexiteers fear and 
demonise foreigners, but the 
influx of Europeans (and others) 
has enriched our lives and 
our culture. 

They create as many jobs as 
they take and are net contributors 
to the economy. Meanwhile we 
can travel - and work or retire - 
anywhere we like in Europe. 

The EU has instituted stronger 
environmental policies than our 
own governments would have 
done left to themselves, on 
pollution, GM crops, climate 
change and more. 

If we leave, all that goes by the 
board. The same applies to 
human rights - do you trust the 
Tories with those? I don’t. 

Certainly, the EU needs reform 
- but so does Westminster. At 
least MEPs are elected by a fair 
voting system. 

Walking away throws the baby 
out with the bath water. Better to 
stay in and fight for the necessary 
reform. Another Europe is 
possible, but only if we stay in. 


The real truth about the 
so-called Energy Union 


IN the biggest-ever online petition, 
nearly two million people voted against 
government plans for road pricing. 

If the UK votes to stay in the EU, we 
can look forward to it being imposed 
through the back door. 

The UK government has enthusiasti¬ 
cally backed EU proposals for “Energy 
Union”. Unfortunately, it has been less 
open about the small print, which goes 
well beyond energy measures. 

The European Commission intends 
to publish legislative proposals for 
road pricing and the “transformation 
of the entire transport system” just 
after our referendum. 

In its under-publicised Transport 
White Paper, the commission proposed 
a single European transport area, with 
compulsory charges on all vehicles on 
all roads. 

Although we are sometimes assured 
that deciding vehicle charges is a 
national matter, that does not wash - 
the commission recently took legal 
action against the UK government over 


its daily charge for foreign HGVs. The 
commission would prefer to have per 
mile/km charging, which would 
involve intrusively tracking and 
recording our journeys. It has also 
warned that we would pay more. 

There is still time to discuss this 
important matter and raise it with our 
elected representatives.

I happily live in sheltered accommo¬

When situations or problems 
arise, it’s fellow residents who offer 
help. I believed that when I elected to 
move into sheltered housing it was 
to be secure and helped should the 
need arise. The title senior citizen does 
not mean please ignore me.

GARDENERS’ World, the TV show that has 
become a staple of Friday night on BBC Two, has 
a very particular type of presenter. 

And the lecturer loping through Capel Manor 
Gardens discussing the importance to the soul 
of wide, open vistas may not match up with 
that image. 

“I spent the first part of my childhood living 
with my family on top of a mountain in the north 
of Wales and throughout my life I’ve always 
come back to needing that sense of space,” 
Zephaniah Lindo, 45, tells the Advertiser as he 
strides out through the bushes and neat gardens 
of the grounds. 

The new recruit has had unconventional route 
into gardening and could not be more different 
from the stereotype of the “proficient amateur” 
the show has sometimes seemed to promote. 

When he left school in Manchester at 16, 
Zephaniah was itching to get into the world of 


work. He packed in his studies that summer and 
walked on to a golfing green, helping to maintain 
the grass. 

He describes the joy of the bright early 
mornings and the sun beating down as a blissful 
time, of much-needed respite from the concrete 
of Manchester. 

But, with winter, his job changed and he 
started working in a branch of Next. 

“It was a basement shop, so in winter I would 
go in in the morning and it would be dark, and I 
would leave in the evening and it would be dark. 
I never saw the sun,” he said. 

Realising that a life lived away from the out¬ 
doors, completely cut off from the natural world, 
was not for him he began working with building 
contractors and while working on new houses he 
started a sideline in helping new homeowners 
tame their gardens. 

“Gradually, the gardening became more and 
more and I had to choose between keeping on 
with the building or going full time into garden¬ 
ing,” he said. 


“So I took the plunge and set up my own 
gardening business.” 

His business was flourishing when disaster 
struck one cold winter night. 

“My friend called me, I remember it was a cold 
winter night in January, he asked me to go out 
and play some football so I did, but it was such a 
freezing night I slipped and tore all the ligaments 
in my knee,” he recalled. 

He was out of action for months and started 
studying at Capel Manor College, in Bullsmoor 
Lane, Enfield, trying to formalise the skills he 
had built up over the years. 

It’s not only his unconventional route into gar¬ 
dening that sets him apart from what people per¬ 
haps expect from a Gardeners’ World presenter. 

His passion about how vital nature, horticul¬ 
ture and plants are to young people who grow up 
surrounded by built-up developments and 
concrete sets him apart from the legions on TV 
gardeners who seem more interested in large 
suburban and rural country gardens than in 
community gardening.

How foster homes offer 
the stability to succeed

TWO young people who are at the forefront of 
helping looked-after children in the borough 
have explained how their own foster carers 
provided stability and security in their lives. 

Sarah Miller, 26, is one of the key members 
of Kratos, the Children in Care Council, who 
points to the stability in a longer-term foster 
placement that grounded her. 

At an event organised by Enfield Council, 
she said: “When I was younger, I was in three 
different foster homes in the space of four 
years because they were mostly short-term 
placements. But then I was placed with a fam¬ 
ily from the age of nine until 16 and it was 
good to know in that time that I wouldn’t have 
to move again.” 

Her fellow Kratos alumnus George Frith, 
19, agrees that it was a long-term placement 
which helped him excel at school. 

George, who will be starting university in 
September, says he benefited from the gov¬ 
ernment’s change to care guidelines which 
allow young people to stay with their foster 
families past the age of 16 to give them sup¬ 
port throughout the rest of their teens. 

“I was six when I went to live with my fam¬ 
ily and for that whole time they have treated 
me like one of the family,” he said. 

“That made me feel stable. I had no special 
treatment and wasn’t treated any differently to 
their own children.” 

The council is hoping that its latest drive to 
promote the positive power of fostering will 
drive up the numbers of people applying to 
be foster parents and point to the successes

of people such as Amma McKenzie, who 
always knew that her family would include 
foster children. 

“When I was younger, there was a point 
where I could have gone off the rails, but there 
were teachers and my mum and their support 
helped me to see the importance of staying on 
in school,” she said. 

“Knowing how powerful a stable home life 
can be I always wanted to be a foster carer.” 

She is currently pregnant with her 
second child and also has her first placement 
living with her, her husband, her mother and 
her daughter. 

“I wanted to do this when my children were 
still little, so they could see that it’s just a nor¬ 
mal part of their lives, that this is always how 
it will be,” she added.

DRESSED in the obligatory 
hard hats and high visibility 
jackets, officials survey the plot 
of a multi-million-pound project 
that they promise will “trans¬ 
form” High Street, Ponders End. 

The £46million Electric Quar¬ 
ter scheme - due for completion 
early in 2019 - will see the for¬ 
mer Middlesex University site in 
High Street turned into 167 new 
homes, a replacement library 
and “high quality” shops. 

The scheme gets its name 
from electric light bulb inventor 
Joseph Swan, who lived in High 
Street and whose manufacturing 
company the Edison and Swan 
United Electric Light Company, 
known commonly as Ediswan, 
had a factory in Ponders End. 

The development will have 
one to four-bedroomed homes, 
52 of which will be “afford¬ 
able”, for shared ownership and 
intermediate rent, and addi¬ 
tional play space for children. 

Ahmet Oykener, Enfield 
Council’s cabinet member for 
housing and housing regenera¬ 
tion, said: “The council is 
absolutely committed to 
improving and increasing the 
supply of housing in this bor¬ 


ough to tackle the current pres¬ 
sure we are experiencing and 
this development will play a key 
role in increasing the amount of 
housing stock available in 
Enfield for residents. 

“We urgently need more 
homes in Enfield to cope with 
population growth and this new 
development will go some way 
towards bridging the gap.” 

The council believes that 
the scheme will deliver a 
“major boost” for the borough’s 
economy. 


Construction firm Lovell will 
provide up to 10 apprentice¬ 
ships for Enfield youngsters, as 
well as opportunities for work 
experience, and aims to draw 
more than a quarter of its work¬ 
ers from the borough. 

Alan Sitkin, cabinet member 
for economic regeneration and 
business, added: “This fantastic 
scheme will help provide work 
and training for local people 
and will make Ponders End an 
even more attractive local shop¬ 
ping area.”

IF anyone can make those who 
insist poetry is not for them 
change their minds, it’s people’s 
poet Roger McGough. 

As one of Britain’s best known 
and admired contemporary 
poets, he has done more than 
most to popularise the art form 
and rid it of its high-brow image. 

The veteran performance 
poet, author and playwright, 
brings a sparkling evening of 
verse and virtuosity to the Dug- 
dale Centre, in London Road, 
Enfield Town, next Friday (June

a poetry double bill. 

In a career which has spanned 
almost half a century, the 
78-year-old Liverpudlian’s hilari¬ 
ous and witty poems have 
brought poetry to a much 
wider audience.

gies and books published in 
addition to being a performance 
poet, broadcaster, children’s 
author, playwright and presenter 
of Radio 4’s Poetry Please. 

His poems, many of them 
laced with humour and word¬ 
play, have meant a restricted 
appreciation of his work as “seri¬ 
ous poetry” by some critics, but 
there is no denying how influen¬ 
tial he has been in making 
poetry accessible to all, with 
some of his poems on the Eng¬ 
lish school curriculum. 

He says there is much more 
interest in poetry nowadays 
with slam poetry competitions 
and spoken word open mic 
nights, but admits “it will never 
be the new rock ’n’ roll, nor 
should it be”.

Enfield goes to Hollywood 



THE CONJURING 2 (15,134 mins) 

D IRECTED by James Wan, one of the 
twisted geniuses responsible for the 
Saw franchise, the 2013 supernat¬ 
ural horror The Conjuring was one of the 
surprise hits of the year. 

This sequel, with Wan back in the direc¬ 
tor’s chair, draws inspiration from the noto¬ 
rious real-life case of the Enfield 
poltergeist, which sent shivers down the 
spine in the late 1970s. 

Paranormal investigators Ed and Lor¬ 
raine Warren (Patrick Wilson and Vera 
Farmiga) have gone into self-imposed exile 
to recover - emotionally and spiritually - 
from their first brush with malevolent spir¬ 
its. They are compelled to return to active 
duty by terrified single mother Peggy 
Hodgson (Frances O’Connor), who claims 
that her house in Brimsdown is in the grip 
of a dark, invisible force. 

The Warrens travel to England and meet 
Peggy and her four daughters, who are 
clearly spooked by events in their home. 

When youngest child Janet (Madison 
Wolfe) shows the unmistakable signs of 
demonic possession, Ed and Lorraine pre¬ 
pare for battle for the family’s souls and, 
consequently, they become the targets for 
the malicious spirit’s fury.

GODS OF EGYPT (12A, 127 mins) 


SWORDS, sandals and silliness are in 
abundance in Alex Proyas’ lumbering fan¬ 
tasy adventure, set in a sprawling ancient 
Egypt in which shape-shifting gods live 
side by side with awestruck mortals. 


According to a laconic voiceover, the 
deities are easily identifiable because they 
are taller and have “gold running through 
their veins”. 

Alas, there is no gold - fool’s or other¬ 
wise - running through Matt Sazama and 
Burk Sharpless’ uneven script, which is 
heavy on the muscle-flexing and sibling 
rivalry and light on everything that matters: 
coherent plotting, characterisation, dra¬ 
matic momentum or emotional depth. 

The tone is wildly uneven, careening 
between bombastic, computer-generated 


spectacle, bickering romance and mis¬ 
matched buddy comedy. 

Even the digital trickery can’t find its 
groove. A chariot sequence is hilariously 
shoddy in its execution, special effects 
don’t gel with live action elements and 
director Proyas insists on choreographing 
every bruising fight sequence with swirling 
camerawork and excessive slow motion. 

Gods Of Egypt is a morass of oiled pecs, 
male posturing and tiresome showdowns 
between exiled heroes and otherworldly 
creatures. 


Gerard Butler chews scenery with a roar¬ 
ing Scottish accent like a man who hasn’t 
eaten for months, while Nikolaj Coster- 
Waldau and Brenton Thwaites are bland 
and possess no palpable screen chemistry. 

During one of their awkward verbal 
jousts, Thwaites questions if his hunky co- 
star is being funny. 

“You think I put any effort into trying to 
amuse you?” responds Coster-Waldau 

Gods Of Egypt certainly doesn’t muster 
any effort to entertain us.

Good value - but be quick

Y OU’D better move fast if you 
want one of these. The Mii by 
Mango Limited Edition is 
exactly that: its exclusive Oryx pearl 
white paint, special plum-finished 
15-inch alloy wheels, plum uphol¬ 
stery and matching trim accents 
inside and out are only being brought 
to the UK 125 times. 

Just 20 are so far in the country and 
registered to customers. That’s right, 
the Mii by Mango L.E. is rarer than 
most Ferraris. 

It’s based on the excellent standard 
car, with the marginally pokier 74bhp 
1.0-litre three-cylinder engine. It still 
uses low-friction tyres, like the stan¬ 
dard car, and it’s no heavier. The 
Mango is all about adding style 
rather than mechanical upgrades. 

The standard Mii by Mango falls a 
bit flat in the style stakes, but the 
“Velvet” purple-on-white of the L.E. 


works a treat. It’s much more notice¬ 
able, different and, with so few in the 
country, much more exclusive. You 
wouldn’t want to pull up at the traffic 
lights next to another one, now 
would you? 

Seat holds its hands up and openly 
admits the Mango is aimed at 
women; young women with at least 
one and a half eyes on the fashion 
industry. But in fairness there’s noth¬ 
ing about the design, colours, shape 
or driving experience that would put 
men off, except maybe the Mango 
badges, but then again, there’s such a 
thing as a Mango Man department 
these days. 

It’s always amazing how much 
room the Mii platform, along with its 
Citigo and Up triplets, gives to both 
passengers and luggage. Two people 
can pack a week’s luggage into the 
boot, if they’ve got a good record on 
Tetris, and four adults can sit back in 
comfort in the five-door cabin. It’s a 


little Tardis, this car, especially as a 
five-door. 

A dinky 35-litre fuel tank isn’t 
going to get you very far, in theory, 
but the reality kicks that fear square 
in the baby-maker. It’s easy to top 
60mpg in the real world and on one 
trip in the test car we even saw just 
over 70mpg. Treat it right and you’ll 
reach 400 miles per tank. 

Having driven three of these 
supposedly mechanically identical 
cars lately, some seem sweeter 
than others. The tester here is a 
gem, responding quickly and pulling 
strongly (for a one-litre), with no 
rattles, squeaks or knocks from the 
suspension. The thrummy three- 
cylinder engine does sterling work 
and zings its way up to 70mph 
much more speedily than its figures 
would suggest. 

The five-speed gearbox does mean 
the car is calmest below 50mph and 
gets a bit rowdy at 70mph, but at least 


this one has (optional) cruise control. 
It turns with a little more dynamism 
than the standard Mii, thanks to the 
larger wheels and lower-profile tyres 
that, nonetheless, don’t compromise 
the ride quality. 

If there’s a perfect chassis configu¬ 
ration for this car, the Mango L.E. 
has it. As for the seats, they are all 
perfectly comfy for journeys up to 50 
or 60 miles, but are a bit too soft for 
real long-distance work. 

If you can even get hold of one, 
given that they’re so few in number, 
the base price of a shade under 
£12,000 means value depends on 
what you compare it to. 

It’s £800 cheaper than a pre-options 
Fiat 500 Lounge equipped with the 
forgettable 1.2-litre 68bhp four-cylin¬ 
der engine and more than £2,100 
cheaper than the same 500 with the 
characterful 84bhp TwinAir motor. 
On that comparison, the Mango L.E. 
looks like superb value.

DIER THRILLED BY 
RAPID PROGRESS

ERIC DIER admits that he can hardly 
believe the way that the last 12 months 
have turned out for him. 

The Tottenham Hotspur star had pre¬ 
viously been playing in defence, but a 
switch last summer to a holding mid- 
field role led to a dramatic transforma¬ 
tion in his career as Dier became an inte¬ 
gral part of the Spurs side who mounted 
a sustained challenge for the Premier 
League title for much of the season. 

Dier’s terrific form led to him breaking 
into the England squad and he scored 
the winner in their 3-2 friendly victory 
over world champions Germany earlier 
this year, before also finding the target 
in Saturday’s 1-1 draw against Russia in 
Euro 2016. 

“It’s been an incredible journey from 
playing those games behind-closed- 
doors in pre-season,” he said. “It’s been 
amazing. 

“You don’t get a lot of time to think 
about it. During the season it’s non-stop, 
game after game and you get on with it. 
After the goal for England against 
Germany I was back at Tottenham train¬ 
ing the next day. 

“It’s one big game after another and 
you don’t really get the time to think 
about it. Maybe I will later in the summer 
when I’m on holiday. It’s been a fantastic 
season, but I’m only 22 and I hope to top 
this season with better ones in the future. 

“We don’t want to be a stereotypical 
side at Spurs. We want to be our own 
side, play good aggressive football and 


to be respected. We’ve come a long way, 
but there is a lot more we can do.” 

Dier added: “To be so close and miss 
out on the title hurt. It was a tough week 
after the Chelsea game, because when 
you know it’s gone that’s when it really 
sinks in. 

“After the game the lads were saying 
we need to remember this feeling, and 
that’s the feeling we will carry into next 
season. 

“There are a lot of things we’ll learn 
from the season and will definitely 
change next season and on top of that, 
carry all the great things we’ve done into 
next season. If we mix the two things 
together, hopefully it will be another 
great season for us.” 

Meanwhile, Spurs and France skipper 
Hugo Lloris expressed his relief after 
helping his country to snatch a last-gasp 
2-1 win over Romania in the opening 
match of Euro 2016 on Friday. 

“The win is massive for our confi¬ 
dence,” he said. “There was a lot of pres¬ 
sure on our shoulders before this opening 
game. 

“Now we have both feet in the compe¬ 
tition and focus on the next game. At 
this level there are no easy matches. We 
expected that kind of game, tight with a 
lot of challenges. We need to keep this 
spirit and improve our football, step by 
step. 

“It was a great feeling to start the tour¬ 
nament and not easy to manage our 
emotions. The national anthem was dif¬ 
ferent than usual, but finally we won 
after a tight game and we feel proud of 
that.”

Defeat sees Hornsey fall from the top

Skolars come from
